GENTLEMEN, 

In accordance with the instructions of the President ofthe 
Local Government Board, the Annual Report for the year L916, as 
now presented, confines itself solely to essential particulars, and the 
usual statistical tables are not inserted. All particulars and 
statistics for the year have, however, been carefully recorded and 
preserved so that they may be available for future use, and the 
continuity of the records of the district assured. 


The civil population is calculated by the Registrar-General as 
2,320. . 


The number of Deaths (civilians only), was 28, viz :—9 males 
and 19 females. 


The death rate is, therefore, 12.0 per thousand. 


The total civil and military population is calculated for the 
purposes of the birth rate as 2,586. The total number of births 
belonging to the district was 23—12 boys and 11 girls. There 
was | illegitimate birth. . 


The birth rate per thousand of the estimated population was, 
therefore, 8.8.
